The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  is  626,  which  shows  an 
increase  on  that  of  1955  by  61. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  is  considerably  more  than  in  1955  when  the 
number  was  exceptionally  low.  However,  if  the  two  years  are  taken  together,  the 
average  is  almost  the  actual  deaths  of  1954#  As  can  be  seen,  the  majority  of 
these  deaths  occur  in  the  first  4 weeks  of  life,  and  these  are  largely  due  to 
congenital  causes  which  in  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge  are  difficult  to 
prevent.  Half  of  these  babies  (8)  were  premature.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 


Diphtheria . 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified.  The  continued  absence  of 
this  disease  from  our  community  must  be  attributed  to  the  immunisation  campaign. 
In  this  area,  a minimum  of  7<$  of  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  are 
protected.  Table  VII  clearly  illustrates  the  improvement  that  has  occurred 
since  immunis: tion  commenced  in  1940. 

Measles. 

A.  comparitively  small  number  of  cases  arose,  and  these  occurred  mostly 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  were  obviously  the  forerunner  of  the  winter 
epidemic  which  is  occurring  in  alternate  winters. 

Whooping  Gough. 

There  woe  some  increase  in  the  total  number  of  cases  notified,  but  the 
figure  is  still  well  below  the  average  of  previous  years  (approximately  100), 
Immunisation  against  this  disease  has  been  carried  out  now  for  the  lost  6 years, 
and  I estimate  that  the  number  of  children  so  immunised  in  the  first  two  years 
of  life  is  rapidly  approaching  those  for  diphtheria. 

Poliomyelitis. 

The  coses  notified  is  the  largest  by  far  in  Altrincham  to  date.  The 
previous  highest  figure  was  5 in  1950.  For  the  last  two  years  three  cases  each 
year  have  been  notified#  This  rather  large  number  was  associated  with  a 
fairly  general  occurrence  of  the  disease  in  the  whole  Manchester  Urban  Area 
including  South  East  Lancashire,  There  was  one  fatality,  that  of  a boy  aged 
7 years),  incidentally  the  first  case  to  be  notified. 

Food  Poisoning , 

Only  one  isolated  case  was  notified. 

Tuberculosis. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  from  24-11.  There 
were  5 deaths.  This  year  and  1951  are  the  only  occasions  when  such  a low 

mOTtality  fi^re  has  been  recorded,  though  it  will  also  be  noted  from  the  following 
table  that  tne  mortality  from  this  disease  has  been  considerably  reduced  since 
19  5U,

Deaths . 

The  number  of  deaths  has  risen  this  year  and  is  the  mortality  rate  and 
slightly  higher  than  that  of  the  rest  of  the  country.  One  can  find  no 
particular  significance  in  this.  The  main  increase  is  in  deaths  from  coronary 
diseases. 

The  large  preponderance  of  deaths  can  be  seen  to  be  attributable  to 
cancer  and  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system. 

These  are  of  course  diseases  associated  with  the  older  age  group  of  the 
population. 

As  more  people  ore  surviving  through  to  old  age  we  must  expect  these 
conditions  to  preponderate,  and  eventually  for  the  mortality  rate  to  slowly 
rise  as  the  population  as  a whole  becomes  older.

Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Due  to  the  sudden  death  of  Mr,  Kenneth  Ashley  on  15th  December,  1956, 
the  then  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  present 
to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  administration  of  the  Borough  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1956, 

Mr,  Ashley  had  held  the  position  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  from 
April.  1955,  and  been  connected  -with  the  department  for  3 A-  years.  He  -was 
held  in  high  esteem  by  all  his  colleagues  in  municipal  service. 

Water  Supply, 

The  water  is  supplied  to  the  district  by  the  Manchester  Corporation  from 
Thirlmere,  The  Engineer  and  Manager  report  as  follows 

’’This  supply  is  liable  to  only  slight  variations  during  the  year. 

Samples  taken  by  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  Department* 
Bacteriological  Results  1956, 

One  hundred  and  seventy- seven  (177)  bacteriological  samples  were 
collected  in  the  area  and  examined  during  the  year,  with  the  following  results

The  samples  with  coli  present  were  well  scattered  over  the  period  May  to 
December,  Twenty-one  (2l)  samples  free  from  coli  were  taken  on  the  same 
dates  as  those  containing  coli,  indicating  that  the  coli  found  were  derived 
from  "aftergrowths"  in  deposits  in  the  mains  and  not  from  lack  of  sterilising 
treatment.  Faecal  coli  were  present  in  minimal  numbers. 

The  higher  counts  of  8 aid  over  per  100  mis,  would  be  derived  from 
disturbed  deposits,  such  as  flushing,  etc.  The  very  high  counts,  160  an: 
180+  were  obtained  from  house  tap  samples  in  one  street  on  two  consecutive 
weeks,  therefore  a complete  bacteriological  survey  of  the  street  and 
surrounding  area,  was  made,  but  all  samples  were  excellent,  i,e.  coli  free. 
During  this  particular  time,  October,  Bowdon  reservoir  water  prior  to 
sterilisation  and  distribution  gave  total  coli  counts  of  0,1,0  and  1 per 
100  mis;  the  coli  found  in  two  of  the  samples  were  non-faecal  type. 

The  supply  has  been  maintained  at  a very  satisfactory  bacteriological 
quality  throughout  the  year," 

As  a result  of  complaints,  two  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  by 
this  department  and  submitted  to  the  public  laboratory,  Monsall  Hospital, 
Manchester,  and  these  were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
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'Public  Swimming  Baths 


Six  samples  of  water  from  the  large  and  small  baths  were  taken  during  the 
year,  and  all  the  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Refuse  Collection. 


The  new  Cleansing  Depot  in  Wharf  Road,  Altrincham  was  opened  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  and  this  is  now  the  sole  depot  in  use  by  the  Public 
Health  Department, 

The  building  comprises  centrally  heated  garage  accommodation  for  15 
vehicles,  paper  baling  section,  ashbin  store,  offices,  canteen,  and  sanitary 
conveniences . 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  in  the  Borough  has  been  maintained,  except 
for  short  periods  such  as  holidays  and  sickness.

In  January,  1956,  butchers  using  the  slaughterhouse  refused  to 
voluntarily  surrender  diseased  meat  and  offal.  This  situation  resulted  in 
all  unfit  meat  and  offal  being  seized  by  the  Inspector  and  condemned  by  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  in  accordance  with  Section  9 of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955*  Altogether,  34  Justices*  Condemnation  Orders  were  obtained 
from  26th  January  to  22nd  March, 

The  Borough  Council  decided  that  as  from  the  1st  April,  1956,  all 
condemned  meat  and  offal  be  disposed  of  to  authorised  meat  processors  and 
that  the  butchers  be  paid  95  per  cent  of  the  proceeds  from  such  sales,  the 
remaining  5 per  cent  to  be  retained  by  the  Council  to  cover  administrative 
costs. 

The  arrangement  was  working  in  a satisfactory  manner  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  only  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  was  not  used  during 
the  year  for  the  slaughter  cf  animals.
